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Farmers 
Increase 


‘Acreage 


Farmers plan to increase the 
overall field crop acreage, ex- 
cluding sugarcane, 10 percent 
according to the Florida Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Ser- 
vice, 

If grower’s reported inten- 
tions are carried out, Florida 
will have more acres this year 
than last of corn, soybeans, 
flue-cured tobacco and hay. In 
terms of acres the largest in- 
crease is indicated for corn, 
an expansion of 54,000 acres 
to 504,000 to be planted this 
year, Of spring planted crops, 
soybeans show the largest per- 
cent increase, 24 per cent more 
than last year, Thirty percent 
more wheat for harvest or 
grazing was planted last fall, 
while total acreage of oats 
continued its downward trend. 

Partially offsetting the ex- 
pansion of crops is expected re- 
duction in acreages of cotton, 
shade grown tobacco and pes- 
nuts, The combined Florida- 
Georgia acreage of shade 
grown tobacco is expected to 
be down 12 percent or 700 
acres from last year. Cotton 
wil be at an all time low of 
14,000 acres. 

The Nation’. farmers, ac- 
cording to their reports in the 
March survey, intend to plant 
3 percent more acreage this 
than last Year. 

Of the spring planted crops, 
corn led in acreage expansion, 
increasing 4.4 million acres— 
7 percent above 1966. Soy- 
beans are second, increasing 
3.2 million acres or 9 percent, 
and sorphums, third, at 2 mil- 
lion. Other crops with increas- 
ed acreages expected in 1967 
are all spring wheat, tobacco, 
dry peas, and sugar beets. 

The sharpest drop expected 
is 2 million acres for oats fol- 
lowed by hay, down 1.3 mil 
lion acres, and barley off nea 
ly a million acres. Smaller 
acreages also are expected for 
Haxseed, cotton, potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, dry beans and pea- 
nuts. Acreage estimates made 
in December indicate 26 per- 
cent more winter wheat, but 
9 percent less rye. Producer's 
plans on March 1 indicated a 
total feed grain acreage of 
120.3 million — 3 percent 
more than last year but 2 per- 
cent below average.

Hoffa And Powell 


The hour finally arrived, and 
Jimmy Hoffa — undisputed 
ruler of the Teamsters — went 
to jail. In the same period, Ad- 
am Clayton Powell, the Con- 
gressman from Harlem and 
playboy of the Bahamas, was 
denied a seat in the U. S. 
House of Representatives. 

Both events unquestionably 
proved a comfort to millions 
of good citizens who have 

, been deeply dismayed at the 
offenses committed by Hoffa 
and Powell. The two men long 
seemed to be above the law 
or, any form of corrective ac- 
tion. For three years, Jimmy 
Hoffa stalled the processes of 
justice. He used every conceiv- 
able delaying tactic to prevent 
paying his debt to-society. As 
for Powell, he mocked the 
law, the Congress and the peo- 
ple of the United States. It is 
crystal clear that he acted on 
the assumption that he could 
not be brought to account, that 
he was a one-man privileged 
sanctuary 

For the time being, both 
men have received a jolt. Hoffa 
is behind bars. The only peo- 
ple he could hope to persopal- 


victs in federal prison. Adam 
Clayton Powell may act with 
his usual cockiness, but he no 
longer occupies a seat of pow- 
er on Capitol Hill. Americans 
can be thankful that he is no 
longer numbered among the 
lawmakers. 

But the situation of both of- 
fenders against society is such 
that the public can't be entire- 
ly happy. Hoffa is no longer 
in the head office of the Team- 
sters Union, but he still exerts 
power from a prison cell. The 
Teamsters evidence no shame 
at Hoffa's conviction. Nor is 
there any evidence that Hoffa- 
style rule of a union is about 
to disappear. It is not only 
Hoffa the man who needs to 
be removed from circulation 
but the Hóffa philosophy of 
unionism. The unions have yet 
to experience real democracy. 
Union members still are in the 
grip of youthful and ruthless 
union bosses who are true 
overlords. 

Powell's will also continue 
to be manifested in his home 
district. James Meredith's has- 
ty retirement from the field 
against Powell is evidence of 


preacher-politician-playboy. No 
‘one may ever know the extent! 
of the pressures — even 
threats — directed against 
Meredith when he sought to 
run against Powell. As one wri- 
ter has said, Harlem will have 
a “Russian election” and Po- 
well will be reelected. The mis- 
guided people of his district, 
who are infatuated with his 
contempt of the public inter- 
est, seem certain to return him 
to Washington. Again, Con- 
gress will be duty bound to 
refuse to let him be seated. 
Powell's presence in Congress 
would be a stain on that body. 
Hoffa and Powell represent 
what the ancients referred to 
as "kakistocracy," or rule by 
the worst. In the waning days 
of the Roman Republic, ruth- 
less opportunists, catering to 
the mobs, gained enormous 
power. They helped bring to 
an end one of the finest gov- 
ernments in history. Hoffa and 
Powell likewise represent per- 
nicious influences in American 
life. They stand for things 
which are utterly incompatible 
with free republican govern- 
ment.
